A bitter Republican row which 
has been seething under the sur- 
face for many weeks broke into 
the open today when Republican 
National Committeeman Barak T. 
Mattingly and Charles Ferguson, 
candidate for the Republican nom- 
ination for Governor, issued vio- 
lently denunciatory statements 
attacking each other. 

Mattingly, strongly supporting 
Jean Paul Bradshaw of Lebanon 
for the nomination for Governor, 
asserted that the Republican party 
was under no obligation to Fergu- 
son, who, he said, had been paid 
“a handsome salary” as an organ- 
izer for the Republican State Com- 
mittee, 


Ferguson charged that Matting- 
ly's efforts in behalf of Bradshaw 
were “more ruthless than anything 
ever attempted by Boss Pender- 


Although making no claim as to 
the majority, 
that he would be nominated, and 
that his plurality out-state would 
exceed 50,000. Mattingly, on the 
other hand, said that Bradshaw 
would win the nomination by 45,- 
000. He said that Bradshaw would 
carry 26 of the 28 St. Louis wards 
and that he would carry St. 
County by 15,000. 


Ferguson’s Statement. 


Ferguson said in his statement: 

“Reports from leaders in every 
county indicate that I will get 
a plurality in at least 105 coun- 
ties. Unlike Mattingly, I do not 
claim a ‘majority’ because in 
many counties Dr. James Stewart 
will run a strong second and will 
get a plurality in several. I will 
carry every Congressional district 
except the Eleventh and Thir- 
teenth, which lie wholly within 
the city of St. Louis. 

“I will come to St. Louis with 
better than 50,000 plurality, and 
I arrive at that figure by reduc- 
ing reports from county leaders 
by 10,000, in order to be con- 
servative. 

“Mattingly has violated every 
rule of party loyalty and ethics. 
The lucrative returns of legal fees, 
obtained under political pressure, 
have warped his judgment of the 
honesty and patriotism of Re- 
publican leaders and workers. 

“All Republicans know that it 
is the duty of a National Com- 
mitteeman to raise funds and

These figures were reported 
last night by Adm. Chester W. 
Nimitz Pacific Fleet comman- 
der in chief, who said that in 
the same period 2400 enemy 
dead had been buried on Guam 
by American forces. 

On Tinian, American casual- 
ties totaled 15 killed, 225 
wounded through Monday, the 
second day of the invasion on

18,000 DOZENS OF

Agents of the State Food and 
Drug Inspection Department today 
seized 18,000 dozens of spoiled, eggs, 
owned by the War Food Adminis- 
tration, in a warehouse of the 
Booth Cold Storage Co., at 1220 
North First street. The eggs, 
broken and packed in 600 cans, 
were estimated to have cost $5500 
when fresh. 

W. D. Cruce, supervisor of the 
State agents, said he understood 
the eggs were to have been 
processed and sent to the military 
services. They were unfit for 
human consumption, he added, and 
were impounded by the State. 
The eggs were included in the 
WFA surplus commodities stock 
pile, Cruce said, and were second 
grade, dirty eggs when fresh.

GOEBBELS PROMISES GERMANS 


NEW YORK, July 26 (AP).—In 
his radio address tonight, Paul 
Joseph Goebbels, new Reichscom- 
missar for total mobilization, sold 
the German people “a new secret 
weapon soon will be used.” “The 
greatest part of this new weapon 
already is in production,” he said. 

He cautioned, however, that “the 
German people must not believe 
that these new weapons in them- 
selves can win the war. Weapons, 
hands and hearts must act to- 


gether.” 
STRIKES IN JUNE DECLINE 


WASHINGTON, July 26 (AP).— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
yesterday reported 600 strikes in 
June, but said strike activity gen- 
erally was below the 1944 high 
marks of May. 

The strike total in May was 610. 
The number of workers involved 
in June strikes was 155,000, com- 
pared with 290,000 in May. The 
number of man-days of idleness in 
June was 680,000, compared with 
the May figure of 1,400,000. The

LTHOUGH our air forces 
A have not had a fair chance 

due to the weather, the ef- 
fect of their bombing on tac- 
tical targets has been disap- 
pointing.

SUPREME HEADQUARTERS,

FORCE, July 26 (AP).—Tanks and 
infantrymen tore a gap four to 
five miles deep and several miles 
wide in German lines today in the 
Americans’ first major armored 
punch in Normandy. They cap- 
tured two key highway towns west 
of St. Lo as well as 12 other vil- 
lages. Many prisoners were taken. 

The tanks, with doughboys atop 
them, slashed through the Ger-

St. Louis and three outstate Mis- 
gouri colleges whose charters grant 
them exemption from taxes from

4 The proposal was introduced by 


Delegate Ethan A. H. Shepley of 
St. Louis, a trustee of Washington 
University, as a substitute for aA 
committee-approved section which 
would have prevented these insti- 
tutions from acquiring any more 
tax-exempt property, including 
bonds and other personal property. 

Shepley's motion came yesterday 
at the close of a day-long debate 
over the propriety of attempting 
to take away from these institu- 
tions by constitutional enactment 
the tax exemption which the State 
had guaranteed in granting the 
charters. 

His substitute forbids all tax- 
exempt corporations, whether re- 
ligious, educational or philan- 
thropic, from acquiring additional 
real estate, either by purchase or 
exchange, except that required to 
carry on the corporation's func- 
tion. It makes it mandatory on 
these corporations to sell or dis- 
pose of within five years any real 
estate they acquire hereafter by 
gift or bequest. 

Shepley’s proposal met with the 
favor of those who had conducted 
the fight to end the tax exemption 
and of those who insisted that ex- 
emption was necessary for the 
continuance of the high standards 
which these educational institu- 
tions had achieved. It apparently 
has a good chance of being 
adopted. 

Besides Washington University, 
those affected are Westminster 
College at Fulton, William Jewell 
College at Liberty, and Linden- 
wood College at St. Charles. 

The attack on continuing the 
tax exemption for the private edu- 
cational institutions was led by 
Delegates Charles H. Mayer of St. 
Joseph and William H. Allen of 
Kansas City, both members of the 
convention’s Committee on Taxa- 
tion. .When Shepley, chairman of 
the committee, offered the com- 
promise proposal, Mayer said it 
was acceptable to him. 

In his fight to prohibit exemp- 
tion on all property acquired in 
the future by these inatitutions, 
Mayer said taxes showd be paid 
on all property not used for school 
purposes. 

“It is not my purpose,” he ¢x- 
plained, “to tax schools, I am 
merely trying to stop institutions 
from growing too big. It has be- 
come a practice for them to accept 
buildings to let someone escape 
income taxes and then rent the 
buildings back to the donor at a 
nominal figure.” 


SHAW SAYS HITLER 
WILL END ‘IN DUBLIN 


VICEREGAL LODGE’| 


LONDON, July 26 (AP) .— 
George Bernard Shaw, Irish play- 
wright, who is 88 years old today, 
thinks Hitler will “get away with 
it and end up in the viceregal 
lodge in Doublin.” 

“What will be the end of Hit- 
ler?” Shaw echoed testily to a 
Daily Sketch birthday eve inter- 
viewer. “Why, he'll wind up in 
the viceregal lodge in Dublin, of 
course. The Kaiser finished his 
days peacefully at Doorn. Hitler 
is almost certain to get away 
with it, too.” 

The interviewers found Shaw 
chopping wood at his Hertford- 
shire country home. He was 
willing to talk about anything 
but his birthday. 

“I'd forgotten about it,” he 
anorted. “To hell with all birth- 
day wishes, I say. Who in his 
senses wants to be reminded that 
he’s growing old.” 

As to the state of the world, 
he said: 

“I lived most of my life in the 
Nineteenth Century. Everybody 
thought that was a wonderful 
time. The people thought they 
knew everything and everything 
was fine. “Then Karl. Marx came 
along and Mifted the lid off it and 
showed there was just plain hell 
underneath. And look at the 
world today—It’s still plain hell. 

“IT don’t want the lid put back 
on until the whole pot has been 
emptied.”

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

“Neither snow, nor rain, nor heat, nor 
gloom of night stays these couriers from 
the swift completion of their appointed 
rounds.” These were the words of Hero- 
dotus, some 2500 years ago. 

Were he alive today and could he view 
the postal system of the United States, 
he could add many other obstacles which 
postal employes must and do overcome. 
The registration of aliens, distribution 
of ration books and OPA charts, sale 
otf war stamps, bonds and auto stamps 
ere just a few of those in addition to the 
yegular services. 

We are proud that we are able to help 
Geliver some 100,000,000 pieces of mail 
daily. We are proud that we are able 
to help deliver approximately 25,000,000 
pieces each week to our boys and girls 
in the armed services overseas, 

Te accomplish these things succenss- 
fully and speedily, employes must work 
many hours overtime, To most workers 
this means time and one-half or double 
time. To postal employes it means ap- 
proximately 17 per cent less than their 
pay for regular time. 

You ask why? The answer is simply 
that present overtime rates were set 
prior to the 40-hour work week and be- 
fore time and one-half became a general 
policy. 

Despite this unfair treatment, few pos- 
tal employes have left their jobs. They 
pave remained loyal, but they find it 
hard to understand how our Govern- 
ment can pass a law making it manda- 
tory for employers in private industry 
to pay time and one-half for overtime 
and fail to apply the same principle to 
its own employes, 

We believe this injustice should be 
corrected and sincerely hope our patrons 
agree with us. Since Congress regulates 
all postal salaries, we respectfully re- 
quest the speedy enactment of the Weiss 
bill, H. R. 4501, which would provide 
time and one-half for overtime for these 
faithful employes,

When Great Britain and the United States get 
together this autumn in Washington, as they plan 
to do, and discuss the future of world communica- 
tions, there will be before them a bi-partisan dec- 
laration of American opinion that a free press 
and a free radio demand free transmission from 
every spot on the globe.

Second, equa] rates to all for the transmission of 
news—which means an end to the discrimination 
which the British communications system has 
practiced in favor of the Empire and to the dis- 
advantage of all other nations. 

Says the Republican platform: “In times like 
these, when whole peoples have found themselves 
shackled by governments which denied the truth, 
or, worse, dealt in half-truths or withheld the 
facts from the public, it is imperative to the 
maintenance of a free America that the press 
and radio be free and that full and complete in- 
formation be available to Americans. ‘There 
must be no censorship except to the extent re- 
quired by war necessity. All channels of news 
must be kept open with equality of access to in- 
formation at the source.” ' 

Says the Democratic platform: “We believe in 
the world right of all men to write, send and 
publish news at uniform communication rates and 
without interference by governmental or private 
monopoly and that right should be protected by 
treaty.” 

If these principles which have now been so un- 
mistakably enunciated can be made to prevail in 
the new world which is to come after the war, 
the hopes of an enduring peace will be greatly 
strengthened. For, as John S, Knight, publisher 
of the Detroit Free Press, wrote in a signed edi- 
torial which was reprinted on this page last 
Friday in the Mirror of Public Opinion: “The 
most potent weapon used by dictators and ruling 
groups in driving their peoples to violence has 
been the control of the channels of information,” 

This fact has been demonstrated at its most 
dramatic by the new technique of revolution 
which, as practiced abroad for some years, starts 
with the seizure of radio stations. P 

It follows, therefore, that one of the strong- 
est guarantees that dictators shall not sway their 
people with prejudices and hatreds is to be found 
in a free and functioning press and radio. Right- 
ly used, these Agencies of public information will, 
instead, enable peoples to know one another 
better, and, through informed acquaintanceship, 
to like one another and learn to work together, 
Kent Cooper, head of the Associated Press, has 
been urging this point for years, and did much 
of the pioneer work that has now resulted in 
bringing the issue to public attention. 

Sumner Welles, in his new book “The Time 
for Decision,’ wrote that the German newspaper 
under Hitler ag he knew it printed fantastic un- 
truths. He quoted Chamberlain as saying that 
the democracies were totally unable to get over 
to the German people any true understanding 
of the facts, and repeating President Roosevelt's 
assertion that one of the essentials to a lasting 
peace is freedom of information. 
is over,” Welles wrote, “the peoples of the earth 
must never again permit a situation to arise 
where any people should be deprived of their in- 
herent right to know the truth.” 

In this connection, Secretary Hull was moved 
to say: “Fundamentally, the long-range interests 
of international friendship are best served by 
permitting the people of any country to know 
what people in friendly countries are thinking 
and saying about them, however unpleasant some 
of those opinions: may be.”

If we know thoroughly where we are going,

Let Tenants Look Alive 

In the spirit of the amended price control law, 
Federal District Judge Ruby M. Hulen has ruled 
that minimum $50 damages can be recovered from 
a rent-control violator only onee, not once for 
each month during which the violation continues, 
The ruling is also in the spirit of the common 
form of Missouri lease, in which the rent for the 
complete term is set down ag a single amount, 

This decision will generally lessen any ad- 
vantage the tenant might have in letting known 
violations continue over a protracted period in 
the hope of sticking the landlord good and proper 

ta later date, In a successful action, the tenant 
can recover a minimum of $50 or up to three 
times the total amount of overcharges. 

By the same token, the ruling may often lighten 
the liability of erring landlords and put a little 
more burden on the tenant to look to his rights. 
If that shifting of the burden is objectionable, 
it is nevertheless in harmony with the law as 
Congress has written it. 
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A Victory for Conservation 


The Missouri Conservation Commission has 
been successfully resisting the onslaughts of pol- 
iticlans, with some narrow escapes, ever since it 
was set up by vote of the people eight years ago.

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Loan Lobby in the Campaign 

As sure as campaign timé comes in Missouri, 
the charge is heard that the powerful small- 
loan lobhy is again playing politics, by trying to 
get its men into office or by attempting to knife 
candidates who think Missouri's 30 and 36 per 
cent interest rates are too high. Sometimes 
investigation of the charge runs intoa blind alley, 
but usually ample evidence Is found, then or later, 
that casts light on the lobby’s machinations. 

The charge has been heard in the present 
campaign. David B. Lichtenstein, No. 1 small- 
loan lobbyist, is backing a slate so broad that it 
transcends party lines and gets into county and 
ward committee fights, according to Samuel 
Frank, president of the Common Sense in Gov- 
ernment League, Lichtenstein, as usual, de- 
nounces the charge as a “smear,” and says he has 
only one favorite candidate, an old schoolmate, 

Simultaneously with this denial, however, 
comes a most interesting bit of evidence: the 
disclosure that Lichtenstein last Oct. 21 sent a 
$50 contribution to Fred Evers, Republican city 
chairman, for advertising in a ward club dance 
program. When Evers noticed that the check 
was that of the Public Operating Corporation, he 
decided not to cash it. 

The name of this corporation awakens mem- 
ories. It was described in the Post-Dispatch of 
Feb, 24, 1943, as a “snug little enterprise privately 
owned by Donald L. Barnes, David B. Lichten- 
stein and J. Leo Denny,” an intermediate and 
unsupervised holding company to which sub- 
sidiaries of the American Investment Co, pay 
huge amounts of money for services described 
as “supervision.” 

Its activities have been most mysterious, and 
the mystery was not dispelled in the legislative 
investigation of last year, for the aggressive Rep- 
resentative Raymond J. Lahey, who brought about 
the inquiry, now says that he “vainly demanded” 
that the corporation’s books be produced. The 
small-loan interests submitted other books, but 
drew the line here. 

Can it be that part of the Public Operating 
Corporation’s business is lobbying, electioneering

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Two Credits for the South 


Not Arkansas’ alone, not the South alone, but 
the American people were well served when Rep- 
resentative J. W. Fulbright, author of the reso- 
lution for postwar international co-operation 
bearing his name, ran far ahead in the Arkansas 
senatorial primary. Fulbright is young, intelli- 
gent, progressive and, above all, endowed with 
statesmanlike views on the forthcoming peace, 

Fulbright is not yet elected. Without an abso- 
lute majority of the votes, he must face strong 
competition in a run-off Democratic primary, 
which ig tantamount to election in Arkansas. 

The whole people were also served by the de- 
feat in South Carolina of “Cotton Ed” Smith, 
who stands near the last of a long line of South-

The extent of Nazi desperation as the Allies’ 
iron pincers close in upon the Reich is visible 
both in the struggle with the old-line militarists 
and in the drastic terms of Hitler's latest procla- 
mation. This seta up Marshal Goering as a sort 
of deputy dictator, “to adapt the whole of public 
life to the requiremenig of total war in every 
respect,” 

To get the full Meaning of this, one must go 
back to Jan. 6, 1943, shortly after the Stalingrad 
disaster, when other drastic controls were de- 
creed, These, too, were described as all-out 
mobilization of German citizens and resources, 
“to an extent never before equaled in world his- 
tory.” Yet that step proved to be not enough. 

The present decree, therefore, calls for more 
than all-out mobilization. This is a mathematical 
impossibility, and it is clear that Germans are 
beginning to realize that their chances of victory 
are the same. 

But with Goering, Himmler and Goebbels now 
ordered by Hitler to squeeze the last ounce of 
effort from the Reich, its slaves and the 
pied areas, the stage is set for a savage last- 
ditch fight. It may not be the finish fight that 
Hitler) orders, for there are dangerous divisions 
Within the structure of tyranny.

Among the many social and economic 
changes accelerated by the war, none is 
more momentous than the transformation 
of erstwhile revolutionary Russia. The 
one-time ambition of the Soviet leaders to 
make the U. 8. 8. R. socially the most pro- 
gressive country in the world has been sup- 
planted by a relentless drive for industrial 
efficiency. Politically, the Soviets have be- 
come one of the most conservative of na- 
tions, 


So stratified is the social structure of 
their state that even if Moscow wanted, it 
could not wipe out the new pattern of life 
developed in the past 10 years, The gulf 
between the various income groups in the 
U. 3S. S, R. indicates the degree of this 
Stratification. 


With the exception of the first few years 
of the revolution, the inequality of wage 
incomes in the VU, S. 8. R. always has been 
greater than in America, It has widened 
within the past 10 years. According to a 
recent report, the inequality of wages 
among the bulk of Russia’s wage-earners 
in 1934 was nearly the same as in the 
United States in 1904. While the variation 
among American income groups has de- 
creased considerably in the past 10 years, in 
Russia, on the contrary, it has increased. 


Wide Wage Differences 


Promotion of the so-called Stakhanov 
system and the introduction of piece wages 
have brought about differences in income 
without parallel among workers in capital- 
ist countries. The miner Stakhanov, who 
through individual skill and perseverance 
multiplied his output and eventually raised 
the daily minimum production of his fel- 
low-workers, would have got nowhere in 
the United States or Britain, where trade 
unions see to it that production remains 
keyed to a level which does not impose 
undue strain upon their members or re- 
strict their prospects of continued employ- 
ment, 

Differentiation of Incomes is not limited 
to industrial areas, It is even greater in 
the country among the members of collec- 
tive farms of kolkhozes, About a year ago, 
the Soviet press announced that one Ber- 
bydekov, chairman of a collective farm in 
Kazakhstan, southeast of the Urals, had 
brought Soviet bonds to the amount of 
1,037,000 rubles for himself and his family, 
and had paid for them in full and in cash. 


Moscow reported that the beekeeper, 
Ferapont Golovaty, who works on a col- 
lective farm, had donated for the second 
year in succession 100,000 rubles for the 
purchase of a fighter plane. The donation 
was possible, explained Mr. Golovaty, be- 
cause he and his family during the last 
year had earned “more than a thousand 
workadays.”

“Workaday” earnings vary not only ac- 
cording to the kind of work for which 
they are awarded; they also represent a 
certain number of working hours and are 
geared to a production minimum. Once 
this minimum has been attained, working 
hours no longer are considered. Work be 
yond the production minimum Is credited 
in accordance with the output and on a 
rising scale; that is, the remuneration per 
unit becomes greater as the ated i in- 
creases, 


Inequality of income has become a 
dominant factor in Soviet life. It explains 
the introduction of tuition fees in colleges 
and technical schools, It also explains the 
pride of the more advanced citizens, which 
expresses itself in such symbols as éepau- 
lettes and gaudy decorations, as well as 
the assignment of orderlies to Soviet offi- 
cers, whc have to carry the officers’ parcels 
and polish their boots. 


Some of the most {mportant Soviet trusts 
and other industrial combines have func- 
tioned more or less under the same statutes 
for the last 15 and even 20 years. In deal- 
ings with their personnel, the directors and 
managers of these trusts are far less re- 
stricted than executives of an American 
corporation. Nothing is more suspect in 
the U. 8. S. R. than equalitarianism, revolu- 
tionary improvising, fraternization and 
anarchical leanings. 


No Longer Revolutionary 


One American expert, who In his youth 
had taken an active part in the rapid rise 
of American industry, had this to say 
about the present Soviet system of incen- 
tives, bonuses and managerial authority: 
“The Russians work as we used to in 
1900, when managers were not yet restrict- 
ed by all kinds of regulations and one 
thing alone counted: production, more pro- 
duction, better and cheaper production, and 
everyone, from the factory hand to the 
engineer, believed that, with good luck, he 
could get anywhere in the world, if he only 
strained his brain and his muscle hard 
enough.” 


Stalin and his contemporaries still may 
express themselves at times in terms of 
Marxist ideology. Their successors, how- 
ever, will be even more inclined to sacrifice 
Socialist and democratic principles to the 
ideal of disciplined efficiency. This Soviet 
brand of efficiency Socialism is bound to 
have less and less appeal to revolutionary 
mass movements abroad. Too young to be 
threatened by revolutionary convulsions at 
home, the U. S. 8S. R. may emerge from 
the war as one of the most law-abiding 
members of the comity of nations.

In Its History and Literature 


“The Voice of Norway,” by Hatedan Kott and Ste- 
mund Skard. (Columbla University Press, Mew 
York.) 

Dr. Koht, one-time professor of history 
at the University of Oslo and Norwegian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs in those turbu- 
lent years between 1935 and 1941, has 
collaborated in’ the writing of this book 
on Norway. It is written with a fervor 
not common in a book on either history 
or literature. Undoubtedly the writers 
have done a labor of love~a book of nos- 
talgic appraisal intensified by exile from 
their native Norway. 

The volume is half history of Norway 
and half history of Norwegian HMterature. 
At first glance, it seems a forced combina- 
tion. Only after reading Dr. Koht’'s concise 
account of ,how “free men build their 
society”—a society built upon reverence for 
the law and every man under that law-- 
a history of a people who valued liberty 
from the start, and then going on te Dr, 
Skard’s eloquent survey of Norwegian lit- 
erature doeg the reader sense the perfect - 
analogy. 


For here is a literature that seemed 
actually to grow out of the history of the 
people, out of that cold, mountainous coun- 
try, and in turn nurtured the land from 
which it sprang. Norway’s writers: Hol- 
berg, Wergeland, Ibsen, Bjornson, were 
prodigal of their gifts. They were poets 
and writers of ideas; they were doing more 
than entertaining through the arts; they 
insisted upon being “useful poets.” As a 
consequence, they were identified with poll- 
tics, and by means of their genius changed 
the history of Norway. 

Today that same dynamic culture has 
come under the Nazi thumb, but Dr. 
Skard says that the Norwegian will for 
freedom—a freedom that assumes respon- 
sibility not only for Norway, but the world 
-—~is as alive ag ever. So far, the Nazis 
have not suppressed the Norwegian hunger 
for literature, and book-publishing goes 
on until even the peasant has the classics 
of his country upon his bookshelf, The 
public libraries have a circulation never 


equaled before. 
. . > 


Because gets from Norwegian poets 
were memorized in elementary school, 
those same bits of remembered and treas- 
ured verse are quoted now as symbols of 
that freedom which the Norwegians hope 
to reclaim. 

Dr. Skard writes» “Norwegians are not 
waiting for interpretations of the Atlantic 
Charter in order to understand what kind 
of life they are fighting for. They have 
lived it themselves.” 

Dr. Sigmund Skard, who writes so mov 
ingly of his country’s ideology, was for- 
merly assistant professof of com parative 
literature at the University of Oslo and 
Chief Librarian of the Royal Norwegian 
Academy of Arts and Sciences in Tron- 
heim. He is at present regional specialist 
with the Office of War Information.

As I return 
to the home front I am conscious 
of the vital importance of the 
great tide of munitions flowing 
from our plants at home to our 
There must 


even an instant. I believe [ know 


well enough to realize that none 


of them will want to carry on his 


conscience the knowledge that any 
action or inaction on his part will 


| weaken the superb fighting spirit 


of our. soldiers, or deny to them 
the constant replacement of men 
and equipment that they must 
have in order to maintain their 
offensive. 

“Many here at home are talk- 
ing of a quick victory through a 
collapse of the German army. I 
tell you that such a collapse is not 
yet apparent to our men who are 
locked in combat with a brutal, 
resourceful, and stubborn enemy. 
Il assure you that there is only 
one way to guarantee a speedy 


| end of this war, 


“Our enemies, Germany and 
Japan, have aet their atandard of 
existence on military power. It is 
the one thing their twisted minds 
can recognize and measure. As 
long as they have any reason to 
believe that they can maintain a 
degree of equality in that regard, 
they will fight hard and tenacious- 
ly. But when they see that they 
are about to be completely over- 
powered, when that fact § is 
physically and unmistakably car- 
ried to their doorsteps-—-then and 
only then will they collapse. 

“So, if there is one ciear picture 
IT have brought back from the bat- 
tle front, it is this: Our men and 
our allies have begun to apply the 
grinding pressure of superior pow- 
er upon Germany. Her armies and 
her people are shaken and shot 
through with doubts. But in no 
sense are they yet broken. 

“There is only one sure strategy 
to finish this war with finality and 
speed. That is for us and our 
allies to gear every resource we 
have in men and equipment in a 
final, unremitting assault on land, 
sea, and in the air. The determi- 
nation to do this is unmistakably 
present in our men in uniform. It 
must also be the guiding thought 
of everyone behind the lines. 

“It is inconceivable that any- 
one of us can fail those splendid 
men I have just seen on the battle- 
field and in the hospitals and thone 
whose honored names are written 
on the ordered white crosses in 
foreign fields.

IN RECENT DECADES the Gestalt doctrine of psychology 


has come into prominence for it is much what Merton. has in 


mind. Instead of teaching children an isolated fact, out of its 


context, the Gestalt theory advocates that there be more atten- 


tion paid to the total pattern of experiences at the given 


moment. A single fact is thus but a thread in a wide fabric 
of experience that is unfolding constantly before the pupil. 
But our entire educational system is built upon the isolation of 
mathematics from music, and of biology from civics. Even in 
the field of history, we teach one nation’s development, such as 
Cnglish history, but fail to think it up properly with the simul- 
taneous history of the rest of the earth. Geography is taught 
in much the same way, so we make many foolish mistakes. 
Which ‘one of these cities is nearest the equator—London— 
Rome—New York—Cleveland? Which one of these cities is 
farthest west—Atlanta—Detroit—Pittsburgh—Cleveland? “Lon- 
don” is the answer to my first query and “Atlanta” to the 
second, though most people will miss both questitons, for their 
geographical knowledge has been learned in segments, and not 
synthesized with world or global geography. It requires specific 
training to think in terms of the whole job. A teacher must 
instruct the pupil or clerk, using “specific” situations and then 
showing the tie-up between them and the g@al of the entire 
company, The average person thinks only what he haa been 
taught to think. The job of management, therefore, is to teach 
the clerks every conceivable sales situation and show how such 
problems are related to the success of the store as a whole.

Baked Stuffed Tomatoes. 


Eight, large tomatoes, one pound 
hamburger, one-half cup chopped 
onion, two teaspoons salt, one 
cup chopped celery, two-thirds 
cup dry bread crumbs, one-fourth 
cup shortening or drippings, two 
tablespoons butter or shortening. 
Cut tops off tomatoes, then scoop 
out pulp. Set cups in a shallow 
buttered baking dish, save the 
pulp. Saute onion and celery in 
shortening about two minutes. 
Add meat, then salt and saute 
five minutes, stirring frequently. 
Add tomato ‘pulp; simmer a few 
minutes, then add half the bread 
crumbs. Fill tomato cups lightly, 
piling mixture high. Melt butter, 
add remaining crumbs, blend and 
sprinkle them over tomatoes, 
Bake at 450 degrees for 10 to 12 
minutes. Four servings.

Danger of 
Malaria in 


War Times

E VERY WAR which the United 
States has ever fought has 
brought back to temperate re- 
gions an increased incidence of 
malaria. We take Massachusetts 
around Boston for an example be- 
cause we have very complete re- 
ports on that region. This area is 
pre-eminently not a malarial 
country. The weather is not con- 
ducive to the breeding of the mos- 
quitoes which carry malaria, and 
there are no extensive swamp 
lands to furnish the ideal habitat 
for the mosquito. 

Under normal conditions within 
historical times the incidence of 
malaria in Massachusetts is al- 
most nil. In 1864, however, sol- 
diers returning from the Civil War 
who had been fighting and living 
in southern climates raised the 
malaria incidence in Massachvu- 
setts to a high peak and furnished 
a reservoir so that even the civil 
population had some experience 
with the disease. 

After the Spanish American 
War in the same region the same 
results were noted, only in a more 
marked degree. From 1915 to 1919 
there was a slight rise in the re- 
ported incidence, due entirely to 
sailors in the Marine Hospital. 
Now returning soldiers from the 
Pacific, Italy and Africa raise the 
incidence anew,

IN THE WHOLE AREA of the 
United States we have in our own 
time malaria always in Louisi- 
ana, Mississippi and part of the 
Gulf States, though it is kept 
pretty well in control. In the 
memory of living man it used to 
be prevalent farther north — 
Arkansas, Tennessee, Missouri, 
Ohio and Kentucky. In fact it 
was the great infectious disease 
which plagued the early settlers 
in the westward march. But the 
draining of the swamps and idle 
water and mosquito control has 
largely wiped it out. 

The men of the armed forces 
from the Pacific area are bring- 
ing back some of the worst com- 
plications of the most malignant 
forms of malaria. 

The ordinary, usual form of 
malaria—chilla and fever every 
day (the aestivo-autumnal form), 
or every other day (the tertian 
form), or every fourth day (the 
quatidan form) can be supposed 
to be recognized by any medical 
man. But the queer forms may 
prove a great puzzle in a non- 
malarial country when the physi- 
cian is not on the alert to suspect 
every sick person of having some 
form a malaria.

THERE IS, for instance the 
comatose form when the patient 
begins with an active delirium 
and subsides into a deep state of 
unconsciousness, a coma. And the 
algid form which presents a se- 
vere actite digestive disturbance 
with nausea, vomiting and 
diarrhoea. There may be no actual 
chill in either of these:forms. Or 
again the haemorrhagic form with 
passing of bloody urine (black- 
water fever), or bloody vomiting, 
etc. Then the cachectic, or anemic 
form with onset with great pros- 
tration and haemorrhage into the 
retina of the eye and great de- 
pletion of the blood, 

It is unlikely that malatia, par- 
ticularly the malignant tropical 
forms, will gain any foothold in 
this country. Quinine is, as it has 
always been, a sovereign remedy. 
And our supply of quinine, threat- 
ened early in the war by the Japa- 
nese occupation of Java, is now 
apparently quite safe and abund- 
ant, especially since the announce- 
ment a few days ago of the syn- 
thetic production of quinine by the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology chemists. Public health of- 
ficers are alert to the draining of 
swamps and killing of mosquities 
in potentially malarial districts, 
as I am reminded by an announce- 
ment from the extermination com- 
mittee of Nassau County, New 
York. 

Malaria is, let us remember, the 
greatest disease scourge of the 
world. It is the real Fourth Horse- 


man of the Apocalypse.

NE of China’s most extraor- 
Q) ainary missioners is an Iowa 

plowman who actually har- 
vests souls on a farmers for- 
mula, This agricultural approach 
has worked with remarkable suc- 
cess in the spiritual field. By the 
farmer's method.Father Bernard 
FE, Meyer has perhaps garnered 
more converts, performed more 
baptisms and built more missions 
than any other American mission- 
er in South China, After the 
Japanese took Hong Kong his in- 
ternment camp truck gardens 
saved children, soldiers and civil- 
ians from death through. malnu- 
trition. On the literary side, his 
Cantonese-English dictionary was 
standard for the English-speaking 
wanderers in Southeastern 
China, 


Father Meyer was born on 
February 16, 1891, in Brooklyn, 
Iowa, on a 160-acre farm. His 
parents were of German stock. 
He worked the fields, herded and 
milked cows and performed man- 
size chores when he was barely 
wagon-hub height. One evening 
when he was about thirteen, he 
retired to the hay loft with a 
biography of the French Mission- 
er Just de Bretenieres, At sup- 
per he quietly announced, “I'll be 
a missioner.” His parents were 
mildly astonished, but they knew 
that this decision was as final as 
it was sudden, 


Nature equipped Bernard Meyer 
for prodigious feats of both agri- 
cultural and spiritual husbandry. 
He stands five feet eight inches 
in height, has an awesome shoul- 
der span, legs like oak stumps. 
His hands, developed by years of 
hand-milking on his father’s acres 
in Stuart, Iowa, are enormous, 


They call the plowman missioner 
Ma Shen Foo, literally the Spir- 
itual Father Meyer, “Ma” is as 
close as they seem to come to 
saying “Meyer.” Wherever he has 
worked in South China, natives 
have come to regard him with ex- 
treme affection despite his ter- 
rible gravity and seemingly in- 
exhaustible energy. 


When the first four Maryknoll 
men went to South China in the 
winter of 1918, the task of the 
Church in China was staggering. 
German, Italian and French Mis- 
sioners, whose funds and supplies 
had stopped when their native 
lands concentrated on the war, 
had watched the fields they had 
plowed— so Father Meyer thought 
of it—fast yielding again to the 
hungry weeds and grass roots of 
Oriental superstition. These fields 
were the home of 400,000,000 souls.

Courage is important In any mis- 
sioner, but the lowa plowman had 
more than average courage, Two 
bus spills on mountain paths that 
overhung deep gorges, encounters 
with ubiquitous Chinese freeboot- 
ers and mountain outlaws didn’t 
swerve him from his customary 
mission rounds. Intermittent lo- 
cal wars bored him, In the spring 
of 1920, General Foo, a Kwangsi 
military gentleman of some im- 
portance, took refuge in Father 
Meyer’s compound in Kochow and 
so did scores of frightened fami- 
lies. General Wong, a Sun Yat 
Sen man from the neighboring 
province was right on Generai 
Foo's tail and hot for his prey. 

General Foo was outnumbered 
and in no condition to take on 
General Wong, so he begged Ma 
Shen Foo to talk things over for 


him with General Wong and to. 


arrange a truce until around four 
o'clock in the afternoon, when 
he’d be ready to surrender. Father 
Meyer, who didn’t want his. par- 
ishioners hurt, rigged a flag of 
truce and mounted the compound’s 
20-foot wall. Wong’s snipers, it 
turned out, were not familiar with 


at the Iowan but there were no 
hits. 

Father Meyer got out a little 
American flag and headed toward 
the invading party, waving the 
Stars and Stripes lustily. This got 
him through to Gen. Wong. First 
of all, the missioner protested to 
the General against the attack on 
a compound filled with women 
and children, Then he submitted 
Gen. Foo's truce plea, This seemed 
all right with Gen. Wong. Father 
Meyer returned and broke the 
news to Gen. Foo. 

Gen. Foo seemed generally pret- 
ty well pleased with himself, “I've 
got Wong where I want him now,” 
he confided slyly. “I expect re- 
inforcements around 4 o'clock. 
They'll take Wong’s outfit from 
the rear.” Father Meyer’s anger 
exploded, but there was nothing 
much he could do. Ags it turned 
out, Gen. Wong smelled a rat and 
attacked anyway. Gen. Foo sur- 
rendered. To top things off, he 
decided to join up with Wong. 
What astonished the befuddled 
priests even more was the alacrity 
with which he was accepted.

These and _ similar incidents 
merely annoyed Father Meyer in 
his busy missionary career. He en- 
tered communities labeled “City of 
No Conversion.” In many cases he 
gave the lie to the label, It wasn’t 
as simple as it sounds. He often 
had to break down the local magis- 
trate’s opposition, then the elders’ 
and last of all that of the general 
populace, 

Maryknoll’s field widened and 
expanded. His efforts for the poor 
were his best mediums of winning 
Chinese to Christianity. When 
floods receded,ruining the rice crop 
and poor folk’s belongings, Father 
Meyer fed the unfortunate and 
provided seed with which, even- 
tually, they could the more quickly 
feed themselves. He built schools, 
chapels, playgrounds, even out- 
door sun gardens, to cure ailing 
children. He was a human per- 
petual motion machine, 

Father Meyer’s courage under 
Japanese fire and his achievements 
in bringing civilians through the 
harrowing internment period at 
Hong Kong topped anything he 
had done previously, but that’s a 
long story. When Maryknoll men 
had a chance to get out of intern- 
ment with other Americans to re- 
turn to the Unjted States, Father 
Meyer chose to stay on. He had 
made himself indispensable to the 
interned civilians and felt it was 
his duty to remain with them. 
When they pleaded that he needed 
the rest he quoted the words of 
Bishop James Anthony Walsh, 
Maryknoll’s’ founder. “Better to 
wear out than rust out,” he said, 
and turned back to his chores and 
his mission work.

UESDAY.—It was so easy to 
T fall into the routine at home 
-ain that I hated the thought of 
leaving for New York City on 
Monday, but I promised long ago 
to go down to North Carolina for 
two days with the Missionary 
Conference of the Methodist 
Church, 


Lake Junaluska, where the meet- 
ing is being held, is a really love- 
ly place and has a cooler summer 
climate than the Hudson River. 
I have been quite busy while here, 
and if I had had more time I 
could have visited many more 
nearby places. One thing I regret- 
ted very much not being able to 
do. I was asked to visit Black 
Mountain College. I have long 
been interested in this college and 
would have liked very much to see 
it, but I wanted to get. home, for 
it is only during the summer 
months that I can really have any 
consecutive time at Hyde Park. 


I think I forgot to mention to 
you a book which I read not long 
ago by Markoosha Fischer, called 
“my lives in Russia.” I like this 
book very much. It is an honest 
book, and depicts the changes 
which came about in Russia as 
they affected different parts of 
the population, in a way which to 
me was most interesting. Mrs. 
Fiseher was, of course, not much 
affected by things which were 
done to groups of people with 
whom she had little personal con- 
tact before. But when the changes 
touched her own group she began 
to see them, as we all do, through 
her own personal feelings. I doubt 
if any 
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this kind of reaction. Being ob- 
jective is a matter of long train- 
ing, and I am not sur® that even 
Scientists always attain it. 

On the train, I read a little book 
written rather like a series of let- 
ters, called “‘Dear Shut-In.” It is 
addressed to the people who have 
to bear long illnesses and perhaps 
even long periods of physical han- 
dicap. The author, Roscoe Gil- 
more Scott, quite evidently has an 
understanding of the problem that 
faces invalids. His own semi-in- 
valid childhood and his fight 
against partial blindness give him 
keen sympathy, but I am not sure 
whether he has found the best way 
to teach his own philosophy, which 
has evidently been a courageous 
and successful one. I think per- 
haps the story of his own experi- 
ences, without any explanations, 
might prove easier for the average 
person to use in the way which 
fits each case best, 

Mr. George Biddle’s account of 
his experience in the-war, as given 
in his new book, “Artist at War,” 
is made very alive by his numer- 
ous drawings. His diary is inter- 
esting and entertaining, and I put 
it down with a sense of regret that 
the project for sending artists to 
the war fronts had come to an 
end, for I am sure they would 
have recorded some things far 
better than the photographers,

The bidding: 
South West 
1 diamond Double 1 spade 
3 diamonds 4 hearts Pass 
Sdiamonds Double (final bid) 

At most tables East-West were 
allowed to play heart contracts, 
and scored 480 points. Strange- 
ly, no pair actually bid the slam. 

At this particular table where 
North-South were doubled at five 
diamonds, West opened the heart 
king and continued with the heart 
ace. Dummy ruffed and declarer 
led a spade to his blank king. 
West won and led still another 
heart, Again dummy ruffed, and 
now the spade jack was led, When 
East played low, declarer toyed 
with the idea of passing the trick 
to West, discarding a club from 
the closed hand, but he concluded 
that he might as well ruff this 
round and then, if-the queen had 
not dropped, pass the next spade. 
Unfortunately, East took a hand 
in this attempted procedure. De 
clarer, having ruffed the spade 
jack, led a trump to the nine and 
returned the spade 10. East now 
made sure that décliarer would 
not pass this trick to West—he 
ruffed! This was fatal to the 
declarer, He could not afford to 
let East win the trick and return 
a club, so declarer over-ruffed., 
This, however, left him in his own 
hand and there was no way to 
avoid the loss of three club tricks, 
Down 500 for a bottom score! 

Passing the second spade would 
have meant a sure top for North- 
South,
